The reason, of course, for this shortage this year 
is very obvious. Had I had the children in the School anda my 
average had been around 165 instead ot 1356/8, I should have 
been well away on the year's work. 


I shall be ywlad if you will let me know by return 
what the Department can do in the way of forwarding a cheque 
to take care of the remainder of the financial year, a3 1 have 
& number of bills which should be paid, in the way of erocery, 
light and clothing. 


I might point out that last quarter I was able to 
take care of a great many bills by using the money forwarded 
for the heating installations and Changes. As you will note 
by the report these installations were not entirely paid for 
until January 24th., the reason being that they were subject 
to the acceptance of the Boiler Inspector before being fully 
taken over by the School.

I am in receipt of your letter of the ith 
instant in which you advise that at the present time 
there is a deficit of approximately $3,000.00 at the 
St. George's Indian Residential School. I note that 
you state that this condition is due to the fact that 
you have not been able to obtain your authorized 
enrolment. 


When you visit Ottawa you should come 
prepared to discuss with the officials of this Branch 
the reason why it has not been possible to secure the 
number of pupils for which per oapita allowance is 
authorized at the St. George's Residential School. The 
majority of our Indian Residential Schools are over 
crowded and it is difficult for us to explain why a 
sehool with accormodation for 180 has only had an 
average enrolment of 136.8. 


I would also point out that the last quarterly 
financial statement from the 3t. George's School covered 
the quarter ended March 31, 1937. The June, September 
and December gs ee | financial statements have not yet 
reached us. t ie felt that as you keen your books up 
to date at all times there should be no trouble in 
forvariing the quarterly financial statement immediately 
after the olose of the quarter. Please let me have the 
three statements mentioned above by return mail.

I have just had an opportunity of 
reviewing the report submitted by Auditor T. G. Willis 
with reference to his examination of the books at the 
St. George's Indian Residential School on September 20 
last. 


The following are extracts from his 
report: 


"The cash was only written up to July Slst 
and no bank reconciliation had been made since June 1937. 
Although the Principal had formerly made up a reconciliation 
every month he was unable to do so when he had a debit 
balance and as a result he did not make any from then on. 
It was therefore impossible to make a reconciliation, but 
after taking off a receipt and expenditure balance for 
the period I was able to verify the balance of $410.78 
as shown in statement. 


"Several adjustments were necessary as three 
cheques had been entered wrong and the bank charges for 
overdraft had been omittéd in Credit cash book. Two 
notes were signed by Principal to the Bank of Commerce, 
Asheroft, in the amounts of $700.00 and $2000.00 while 
awaiting per capita cheque from Department, but have 
both been paid and the charges were less than $5.00. 


"The operation costs show the cost per child 
per day to be 68 cents and $250.16 per year. This is 
quite an increase over last year and with only an average 
attendance of 140 and staff of 18 the Principal will have 
difficulty in financing on the school's earnings.

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"The books and records were not found to be 
in as good condition as previous years and were not up 
to date. With the books now balanced there should be no 
difficulty in keeping them up to date and making a 
reconciliation every month." 


It is hoped that with the books having 
been balanced you will be able to keep them up to date 
and make the necessary reconciliation every month. 


Incidentally it is noted that you have 
not submitted the quarterly financial statements for 
the quarters ended March 31 and June 30, 1938. The 
September quarter financial statement is also due. [I 
realize from correspondence recently received from you 
that owing to the death of your mother you have been 
obliged to be absent from the school for a few days but 
I trust that you will prepare the quarterly financial 
statements for these three quarters and forward them 
to the Department. In future these statements should 
be forwarded promptly at the end of each quarter. 


In official letter of February 27, 1936 you 
were requested not to obtain loans from the bank but to 
request advances on your per capita grant if necessary. 
The Department trusts that you will strictly comply 
with these instructions in future.

I have submitted my Quarterly Return 
reports to the Agent and should be glad if the Dent. 
would see that our cheque for earnings is forwarded 
during the month of April. 


On two occasions last year, our accounts 
were overdrawn at the Bank during the first months follow- 
ing submission of our Quarterly Returns and I was obliged 
to issue notes, wiich fact appeared on my financial account 
and which the Department criticised rather strongly. The 
reason for tis overdraft was simply that I did not receive 
my cheques in time to show on my first month's balance sheet 
and as the Department does not wish such to occur again, I 
would ask them to pay special attention, if possible, to 
at least part of my earnings being sent during the present 
month. 


I am aware of the fact that perhaps there is 
a difficulty because of the end of the fiscal year, but wish 
to point out the above facts in preparaion for a possible 
repetition of last year.

A few days ago I wrote asking for an advance on this 
quarter's earnings to an amount of $2000.00, and since that time, 
and after a period of illness, I have been able to check up and 
find that due to uncontrollable factors, it is necessary for me 
to go back to you for an additional advance of $2500.00. ‘to 
ensure the necessary supply of clothing, I was obliged, because 
of conditions, to put in a year's supply, which bill for clothing 
amounts to some $2000.00. There is also a bill for boots and 
rubbers to an amount of some $400.00, and together with these our 
coal supply must be taken care of at this time of the year. 


This, as you will note, will total $4500.00 in advance 
on a possible per capita earning return of $7,100.00, thus as it 
were spending in advance the greater part of the quarter's earnings. 
While this is so, there is no need to worry, as while I do expect 
a@ deficit, it will not be over $1500.00 and this could come to us, 
if available, from the New England grant to arrive during the 
quarter ending March 3lst, in time to take care of salaries for 
the month of March. 


I am, therefore, contemplating a deficit on the year's 
work of $1500.00vemd. I should be extremely grateful if the addit- 
ional cheque, could be forwarded to me as soon as possible so that 
I can take care of the condensed bills which conditions demanded 
this year. In other years I have been able to spread them out. 

I sincerely trust that I am not asking too much, and that you will 
see the necessity which has arisen and for which I wish to make 
provision.

You will note from the above that the current 
surplus has dropped over $1,900.00 in the last three 
months. There may be a good reason for this, but we 
have had such previous, unfortunate experiences regarding 
financing at this school that these figures have worried 
us a little. I might also draw your attention to the 
fact that the September statement showed salaries in 
arrears to the amount of $965.00. This item had 
increased to $1,253.50 at the end of November. The 
Principal should supply an explanation of why salaries 
are allowed to become in arrears. 


Possibly either you or Inspector Coleman 
would have an opportunity of discussing the financial 
situation at this school with the Principal some tine 
— near future following which interview you should 
write to me.

If there are 
New England Company funds available at this time, I would 
be very much obliged if we could have 92,000.00 for the 
purpose of replenishing omsHousehold eouiyment in the 
school building, and repairing and replacing implements 
on the farm. 


We have worked extremely hard during the last 
four yearse Personally, I have worked harder than I have 
ever been called upon to workeg at anytime in my life: but 
we have held things together, until now, it looks as 
though there are brighter times aheade I would very much 
like to put our equipment in ordore During the last few 
weeks. I have been able to secure three fine young men frm 
the Servicese They will stay if I can make life interesting 
for theme And they will give good service too, and make 
life interesting to the boys. 

I do try in every possible way to take care of 
finds entrusted to my care; and I wish to assure you that 
I shall continue to do so.

Dear Colonel Neary: 


I am pushing you to ask if we have 
any New England Company funds to our credit. We seem 
to be always in a state of penuary these days. In 
spite of all the care we try to exercise with things 
like clothing, shoes, untensils and machinery, they wear 
out, and need repairing or replenishing. And prices 
have advanced so in many lines. 


At present, we are in need of a 
conveyancewhich we use for light delivery, for bringing 
out bread and such likee We call it the Station wagone 
In reality it is a Panel Delivery with seats built in 
so that we can take care of the transportation of pupils 
to and from home or hospital. It was bought in 1936. and 
is not in very good condition; especially for these 
mountain roads.

Dear Colonel Neary: 


last evening I had to punish seven small 
boys for going swimming in the river. The Fraser River is 
quite unsafe here for swimming purposes, and the boys are 
absolutely forbidden to bathe in ite So far, since I have 
been here, we have had no drewning accidents; but the Indian 
people are extremely nervous of their children playing by 
the river, and I am anxious to avoid any accidents. 


We have no swimming pool, and there is 
none within fifty miles of us. Years ago a dam was built 
across a ravine, which was then filled with water from the 
irrigation ditch. This afforded quite a bit of fun for the 
girls and boyse But it was a very poorly constructed affairg 
and has broken down and become useless. 


Recently I received from the Department 
a New England Company cheque for the amount of one thousand 
dollars, for the purpose of buyine a mich needed Station 
Wagon, to replace the old one we now have. I have been told 
that I shall not be able to buy, one until the latter part of 
August. In the meantime, the tousand dollars is in a Special 
account. 

Will you pleace let me know by wire if I mg 
may make immediate use of this thougand dollars for the 
purpose of buying cement, reinforcement and lumber for the 
immediate construction of a dam, so that we may have a safe 
and decent swimming pool for our girls and boyse And in the 
event of thissanction from you, may we have a similar amount 
during the month of August for the purpose of buying the 
Station Wagone

The enclosed Monthly Financial Statement, will, I 
feel sure cause the Department some concern, in anticipation 
of which, I am writing yous with the request that you will 
give your best consideration to my letter, and make whatever 
comments you think best before sending it on to the Department 
in Vancouver and from there to Ottawae 


Until this present month, I have taken quite a bit 
of pride in sending to you my Financial Statement, but you 
will notice, Iam sure that the enclosed will reveal the fact 
that we are slipping finaciallgy. And that, unless we can 
receive special financial help we shall be in debt. As indeed 
we now arée 


During tye six_and a half years that I have been in 
charge of Ste George's School, I have paid a to%al of $10.65 
to the bank for overdraft interest. I have always paid my 
staff before the end of the month, so that their salaries have 
always been shown on the current monthe I have tried not to 
draw on the Quarterly allowance until the last month of the 
ouartere Unless we can secure financial help other than the 
current quarter's allowance, I shall have to do so this monthe 


Taking into is is always the 
most expehsive perio of fue’, light 
and lack of farm produce, sons why 
we are having such great 
businesses There are many mo 
resources these days than were ever 
a new idea leaves the Ottawa office, 
our financial resourcebe Diet sheets, posters, 
classroom hours for all pupils; all these mean mo 
commitmentse We receive appetizing diet posters, with 
instructions to explain what balanced diet mean’ The amount of 
milk and butter and fish and fruit juices that should be taken 
so many times a day- They are all very well, and, I have no 
doubt they are all very necessary in the pbuilding up of @& 
strong heal thy But commen-sense should tell us that to 
comply with all that advice it is absolutely impossible to 
do it on 70 cents per capita per day, and take care of all 
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oe: expenses that come from increased salaries, imcreaded 
ces on foods, clothing, fuel etce etc. I have good reasons 
for saying that it cannot be donee 


' We read letters and articles in the newspaper 

about the poor attention Indian pupils are receiving in the 
Residential schools. Many of these articles and letter are 
written by well meaning peoples But I dont suppose anyone of then 
realize that in order to treat Indian pupils in residential schoob 
the same way as children of well-to-do parents would be treated 

in a private residential school, the per capita allowance would h@ 
have to be doubled twice and moree And I dont suppose for one 
minute the rate payer would stand for ite 


But, I do feel sure that there is a happy medium 
that could be reached. Owing to the advanced cost of living. 
the per capita allowance we now receive is not sufficient to 
meet the necessary expenses which we must incure 


To tide us over until the end of the present 
quarter, when prices may possibly take a dip down, we should 
have three thousand dollars exclusive of the current per capita 
allowance. W t Ww usand dol in order to pay 
our debts. amoun s to be foun n the New England 
Company funds, I shall be exceedingly grateful for it. amd it 
will take a great load off my minde If it is not to be found 
in New England Comapny funds, I want you to know that we shall 
not be able to meet our obligations when they come due. 


It has taken some years to bring this school 
baek to a position of respectability and honour in thas 
comunity and with the business houses. I would like. if at 
all possible. to retain that position. 


Enclosed. you will find atiached to the Financial 
Statement. a comparison of salaries and prices etc. between 
the years J94I and 1947. These ,prices are conservative. and 
I have doubt the Department fully aware of theme

ance is secured from the New Englad Company funds or else- 
where, 


I have reason to believe the financial 
difficulties being encountered by St. George's School at this 
time are not in any way greater than the difficulties being 
encountered by other residential schools in British Columbia 
and have no doubt that the Department is being pressed for 
increased per capita and other grants to meet the deficits. 
-resumably considerstion is being given to methods of meet- 
ing residential school financial problems but in the mean- 
time if there are funds available from the New England 
Company a socecial grant would be of considerable assistance 


to St. George's School.

Dear Major MacKay: 


The financial cares of this school are 
weighing very heavily. I dont know how long I can stand it, 
put unless some help comes in the near future, I am afraid 
something will breake I hate to bring myself into the 
matter, but the doctor tells me that my condition is not 
good, and I am losing too much sleep, and running too high 
& blood pressure. I assure you it is not caused from high 
living. 


I know it is terribly difficult for you, 
but surely the matter of adequate finuncial support for 
the proper and decent administration of this and other 
other schools should ve of paramount importance to the 
Government of Canada. 


As far as outward appearences go, people 
think we are in wonderful shape. We have a lovely schoal, 
lovely buildings, fine lot of children and a fairly efficient 
and fairly well-paid staff. And we are“looked upon with 
not a little envy by the other sch Se ‘And yet, those 
other schools receive far more than we doe They receive 
all girls' clothing from the WeAe, while we have to buy 
every bit of ourse They receive all boys' clothing, up to 
twelve years of agee And they receive all bedding for the 
whole school from WeAe 


I dont think it is possible to finance 
this school on a per capita grant allowance of $257.00 per 
annum, paying a decent living wage to the staff, and giving 
decent meals to the pupils.e We have had a long hard 
Winter. Three months of cold weather, with two days of mild 
weather. You can immagine how serious has been the matter 
of fuae expenses. Yet I have received no complaint from any 
member of my staff concerning cold rooms, and we have had 
no freeze-upse Last night, the middle of February, it was 
below zeroe Seven years ago I Bought coal for jIeI0 per 
ton, feoeb. the nimes. For the same coal I have to pay 
4065 feeb. the mines, amd you know how freight rates have 
advanced. LUverythingelse has advaneed in like proportion. 
But you know all this, and I am sure you must become weary 
of hearing it. 


I dont want to leave this place, and I 
feel that I should not pass out at my agee And I would like 
to feel that this work will continue to propper, if I should 
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have to move one 


The hope of a fall in prices for everything 
we have to buy, seems to have been a matter of wishful 
thinking. The only thing that I know of that has not 
advanced during the last seven years is my own salary, which 
has to remain the same because to increase it would be 
A ries an Indian child of some of the little it now 

aSe 

I do not know if we have anything in New 
England Company funds; but if there is anything, I would 
greatly anrpreciate receiving it right nowe But, in any case, 
I am of the opinion that we must either receive more 
financial support from the Dominion Government for the 
proper and decent administration of this and other schools; 
or that this and other schools should be closed, and the 
children sent home to be the care and responsibility of 
their parents. 


You will, I know forgive me for writing you 
this waye I am not able to run into your office and give 
you the “woiks" as I used to do. But you are our best hope 
in this time of trouble; and you do know conditions, probably 
better than any other man who has preceded you in office 
you now occupye And I also know, from past associations 
with you, that you will do your part in alleviating this 
diffieult situation.

We cannot possibly comply with their requests under the 
present per capita allowance without going into debte We 
do our best, and in order to produce the milk required, we 
have to buy feed for the cows; ané you will note that 
the farm expenses come highe Then there is the matter of 
classroome The insrectors come along, and their one idea 
is academic trainings If they had their way about it, the 
girls and boys would be attending school full time. and 
because work outside of the classroom makes the pupils 
tired in the classroom, we should have an army of servants 
to do the work in the d&fferant and various departments. 
They should know we are not able to afford this, but they 
dont stop to considere I try to be as efficient as possible 
and I believe, from what the inspector says, we have one 
of the best, if not the best, teaching set-up in the provine 


What I am trying to get over to you is 
that with each demand comes extra expense, and on the top 
is the abnormal cost of living.

Alright from their 
standpoint, and they have every right “sell their goods? 
But their is the danger of making educated bums of the 
boys and girls, and if they all go to school all the time, 
we should engage more servantse We have not the money to 
do so, amd people, these days, are afraid of being benevolent, 
and require high wagese Today, we have one boy out of the 
classroom in the morning to help with the work on the farm. 


The auditor comes around, and he asks me who 
dees my office works I tell him, and he says I have no business 
to be doing office work as well as administeringe I could 
not afford a secretarye Just as soon as I have written this. 

I shall have to don a pair of dirty old overalls and go either 
fencing or hoeing. 


Things seem to pile up these days, and they dont 
make a lovely pile either. But, I suppose the only thing is 
to plug along to the bitter end, which I hope may be, at least, 
peaceful, when it does comes

"The enclosed Monthly Financial Statement is 
the most unsatisfactory one I have sent in during 
the last ten long years. I have tried in every 
way to keep above the thin red line, but the 
steady climb of prices is too much for the slim 
revenue we receive, On account of our water 
failure of last year, our crops were likewise 
a failure, I am hoping that the situation on 
that respect will be improved this year." 


I would appreciate having your comments on this 
situation.

On inspecting the new barn at St.George's 
School this morning, I noticed that there are gupposed to be 
braces every eight feet from the floor to the plate. Now 
thege will take away a lot of space from the loft, besides 
the weight of the hay will come onto them and thus throw the 
weight onto the sill to which these are attached. Would it 
not be possible to leave these out altogether, as the way 
the roof is braced now, there can be no movement whatever? 
These braces will no doubt take up a lot of space in the 
barn beaides making it very inconvenient to work along the 
edge. 


I also notice that the gable ends have no 
bracing to prevent them bulging. At the end that the hay 
ig taken in at, hay will bump it and will certainly make it 
bulge, and the far end when filling the barn, hay will roll 
against this gable, and will certainly make it bulge without 
strengthening timbers right across both gable ends. 


There was no door allowed in the event of re- 
quiring to take any hay out of the loft. There ig only one 
high door at which hay is taken by the derrick fork, so I 
have had @ door put in underneath this one at the floor level, 


Everything ia going very satisfactorily, and 
if the steel stanchions, etc., turn up in time, I hope we will 
be able to occupy it by Christmas.

I regret to have to report the very 
neghvenience at St. George's Indian Industrial 
is winter, owing to the lack of domestic 
water. This matter, I think, will be dealt with,in 
Mr. School Inspector Cattn's report. 


Some two and a half years ago, we put 
in a wooden pipe for domestic water to the Late | 
from which the supply was obtained. This worke 
very well, until last summer when, owing to the very 
dry summer the spring dried up, practically altogether, 
and during the summer the school was relying upon ir~ 
Tigation water. In the fall the spring supplied qyet 
about sufficient water, but as soon ag the very co a 
weather came, everything froze up, and for the last 
month the school has practically been without water, 
except for odd days. At one time there was none at 
all and every atom of water uged in the achool had to 
be hauled a considerable distance in barrels. the 
ataff has worked practi@lly day and night trying to 
thaw out and get what little water they can down, 


At the present time there is an out~ 
break of measles in the school, and when I was there 
yesterday, they had no water for toilets orcther 
purposes. During the remainder of this winter they 
will just have to carry on as they are doing to-day, 
and in the spring try to collect every spring available 
and live in hope that the original spring may come 
back to ite own after the epring freshets, othertise 
some other source of water supply will have to be 
found for the coming winter.

I have departmental letter dated February 
lst, in reply to mine of the 25th ult., when I report- 
ed the unsatisfactory condition of the domestic water 
supply at St. George's Industrial School. 


I might say that my reason for reporting 
this was in the event of something having to be done 
at a later date, the Department would then be conver- 
Sant with the conditions. 


I have talked the matter over with the prin« 
cipal, and although there is no shortage of water at 
the present time, owing to the thaw we have lately ex~ 
perienced, yet we have no agsurance that the apring 
that orginally supplied this school, and which dried 
up like many others in the diatrict, last summer, will 
ever come back. We will connect up every available 
source of supply in the hope that these may continue 
to run next winter. During the summer we are able to 
turn in the irrigation ditch, which of course gives us 
an ample supply, but of very inferior dirty water. 


IZ the springs do not come back to normal, 
the only solution that we can see will be the installa- 
tion of a pump system, which will be quite expensive, 
owing to the distance that the water will have to be 
‘pumped,

I have departmental letter dated February 
7th, advising me that the Deputy Superintendent General has 
directed that a favorable consideration be given towards sup- 
plying the Lyttén Indian Industrial School a suitable truck, 
and he suggests that a Ford truck be aupplied, if it be ad- 
equate. 


In reply I beg to state that I have shown 
this letter to the principal and am now enclosing a letter 
Srom him on the subject. 


I might also add that I have had considerable 
experience in what trucks can do in this district. There 
have been Ford trucks used here and everyone of them has been 
discarded or turned in for heavier trucks, as they found they 
were not at all auitable, they had not the power and only be- 
ing one ton capacity, they become really far more expensive 
to operate than a larger truck of greater power and larger 
capacity. With the hille that we have to negotiate here I 
feel stre that a Ford truck would be too expensive and too 
much time would be wasted in hauling such a small load for 
the distance that we have to travel. 


For instance, this coming season, if all goea 
well, we hope to have a large quantity of hay to sell from 
Lot 47, which is 6$ miles from town, with a 3% mile hill to 
trawetse, so unless we had a large truck, it would be very 
slow work hauling out with a one ton truck, Then again there 
is the heavy hauling of firewood, which could hardly be done 
with a light truck. 


Thanking the Department for their kind cone | 
sideration of this matter, and trusting that they will favor 
ably consider a heavier and stronger make than @ Ford,

nature of these mountain roads, a Ford truck would not be the most ecq 
nomical with so much heavy up-hill work. IZ would not stand up under 
the strain. I would suggest that a heavier truck should be given us 
which would be capable of handling greater tonnage per trip, as haul 
from Lot 47 will be our greatest portage 4 round trip of ten miles 
more. 

The men who had the experience of using Ford trucks 
have found that in two years they were obliged to change them, and ré 
place them with either International or Federal trucks. 

I truat that these few suggesticns will not be amis 
and that the Department will not think that I am being in any way fo 
ward.

I would like to bring to your attention 
the great need of a touring car for the principal of St. 
George's Indtatrial School. Mr. Lett, when he came out 
here, brought his car with him, which car has been used 
ateadily for the last two and a half years, and is now 
completely done. 

Mr. Lett as you know has worked very hapd 
and has raised the school to a very high standard, which 
has only been done by constant attention to duty. He has been 
practically on duty day and night running here, there and 
everywhere with his own car. This now practically refuses 
to go any longer. 


Owing to the location of the farm and the 
great deal of work to be done with this and also with the 
school the car is practically in@ispensable, so he ie now 
at his wits end to know how to get about. It is avsclutely 
essential that he should have a car, and as he hag now worn 
out his own, I think that the Department should replace it. 


The old car could be turned in and would 
realize about $125.00 upon the purchase of a new one, and 
I gincerely trust that the Department will be able to see 
their way clear to do this, as it is too much to expect the 
principal to buy another oar out of his own pocket.

The principal's excuse was that a 
machine had to be had at once, as they were in the middle 
of haymaking, and they could not wait to obtain competitive 
prices. The mower in question was bought from the Inaterna- 
tional Harvester Company of Canada.

The machine has been in use for a great number of years and 
ie an old model, and as we have at least 120 tons of ensile 
age still to cut, we thought that it would be very much 
better to purchase a new machine, rather than run the risk 
of not being able to replace the parts in the East.

I have discussed a proposed programme 
with Mr. Ferrier and Mr. Orr and it is my aim to crect a 
fermer's residence, a hen house and a hog pen on the new 
site as soon as weathor permits next spring. Thie activity 
could be undertaken by a competent builder, who could 
purchase the materials and supervise the work a8 foreman. 


Il suggest that the residence near the present 
school, which would be vacated by the farmer, be decorated 
and fitted up ac a temporary home for yourselz and family.

Dear Mr. Lett: 


I have your letter of the 5th instant, with 
reference to the proposed building programme at the Lytton 
Indian Residential Sehool. I note that the farm hands’ 
residence could not be fitted up as a temporary principal's 
home. 


It is extremely desirable that the principal live 
in a residence that is attached to the boys' wing. ‘The home 
ean be planned as if it were a4 detached building, but one 
wall is that of the main building. One door, admitting into 
the institution on the ground floor, is all that is required. 
You will understand the adventage of this arrangement in the 
matter of supervision. 


It is, therefore, not advisable to erect s prin- 
cipal's residence until the boys' wing of the main building 
is being built. I have to suggest, however, that a 
farmer's residence be erected on the now site at Lytton and 
that this building be occupied temporarily by yourself and 
family. 


If we are able to build a portion of a now main 
puilding, as indicated in the third paragraph of my letter 
of the 26th ultimo, the older boys could use this es living 
quarters and temporary accommodation could also be found, 
no doubt, for a ferm hand and one of the teachers. 


As soon as building is possible next spring, the 
hen house and hog pen could be erected on & Gay labour 
basis. A contract could be let for the farmer's residence 
and the wing of the main building, if the funds are provided. 
There will be no advantage in any excavating or hauling of 
gravel for work that is to be done by contract. You might 
direct to the Department rough sketches of a suitable hen 
house and a hog pen. 


In a separate letter, I shall be pleased if you will 
indicate what accommodation should be provided in the new 
main building. ‘The number of pupils that you are confident 
of securing should be stated and the number of officers who 
will live in the building should be mentioned.
